(Herald Special.) 

Lonpox, Sept. 24.—A Paris letter of the 
‘20th, received to-day, says: Sheds to serve 
as temporary barracks were in course of 
erection, on the Boulevards, for the troops,

of the Guard remark bitterly: ‘“Thisis how 
“they do things in France. Instead of working 
night and day, we are never prepared, but al- 
ways too late, until the Prussians surprise 
us.”

In these periieus where, at preseat, 
we step with chassepot and set on bayonet, 
apy ruffise can obtain a weepon by asking for 
it. This state of affairs creates deep appre- 
ensions, and throughout the city the States’ 
prison birds and marauders are already begin- 
ning to show their teeth.

At several poiuts strong electric lights are 
used to guard against a surprise, which is 
evidently contempiated by the Prussians, as 
they are making a large number of scaling 
ladders, 

A Night Sertie. 
Near Fort Montretout there was a large 
house, beyond which the Prussians com- 
menced to build a redoubt. A battalion of 
Mobiles made a night sortie, and,aftera nand- 
te-hand fight with the Prussians, tore down 
the house. Several of the enemy were killed. 
Other buildings likely to give shelter to the 
Germans have been batteréd down by cannon. 

A Levee em Masse. 

The Government intends to issue a decree 
for a levee en masse throughout Brittany. 
There is a voluntary uprising generally in 
Tours, and‘all men have commenced drilling. 


FROM GERMANY. 
A Pressian Account of the Peace Ne- 
getiations. 


Beri, Sunday vight.—A conference was 
had between Count Bismarck and Jules Favre. 
Monday and Tuesday were devoted wholly 
toan attempt to arrange a truce pending the 
meeting of the constituent assembly. Bis- 
marck exacted the surrender of Strasbourz, 
Toul, and Verdun, in order that the commu- 
nications of the German forces might be se- 
eure from danger during the truce. The 
French Miaister declines these reasonable 
conditions. No demand was made for the 
eurrender of Mt. Vailerian, near Paris. 

What was Surrendered at Toul. 

‘BeRim, Sept. 25.—An official dispatch 
dated Ecours Saturday says: By the capitula- 
tuon of Toul there fell inte our hands 109 
officers, 3,240 men, 120 horses, 197 guns, in- 
cluding 48 rifled canuon, 3,000 rifies, 3,000 
sabres and 500 cuirrasseurs. Large supplies 
ofammunition, bombs and other war mate- 
rial were also surrendered. 

650,000 Germe@ms on French Territory. 

Beri, Sept. 244—There are 650,000 Ger- 
man troops vow on French territory, con- 
sisting of twenty-one army corps.

THE Loss OF THE CAPTAIN, 

New Yorks, Sept. 25.—English papers con- 
tain the particulars of the logs of the 
Captain: “About midnight on the 6th, the 
ship was in company with the Channel fleet 
about forty miles off Cape Finnestre, cruising 
with doubled reefed fore and main. tops-ails 

stay-sall and main sail, and 
fore sail hauled up, there being at the time a 
very stropne breeze and heavy sea. The 
starboard watch had been called at 
12 o'clock, and were being mustered 
when the squall struck the ship on the port 
side causing lier to give a heav vy lurch to th 
starboard.

The truth is we have no foreign policy, and 
in this respect we stand almost, if not entirely, 
alone among ail the nations on earth. 
great nation with a small policy soom ceases 
to be great, end a nation with no policy 
ceases practically to bea nation atall. Enag- 
land may become a Croesus among mations by 
sacrificing everything to rigid economy, but 
she will find she has only “bartered her name 
for money, and that the iatter gives her no 
power without the former. In tae Europe of 
the future there mpst be in the course of a 
very few years a considerable readjustment of 
the balance of power. If we wish to have 
any voice in the questions which will either

| giving additional details of hws interview 
with King Wri, he felt that, in order 
to govern, it was necessary that he should 
lead, and this necessity affords the best 
explanation for the precipitate step he 
took. He certainly seemed more impressed 
by the magnitude of the struggle on which 
the country was launching itselfthan any 
of his subjects. His proclamations were 
warnings against the exuberant confidence 
of the people. But the war which France 
would have has turned against him, and 
perhaps it was not tp be expected that 
under such circumstances she would {ail 
to be unjust to her government. 


That the worst of European despotisms 
has played into the hands of the wildest of 
European democracies is becoming every 
day more and more conclusive as the prog- 
ress of ibe war develops the state of po- 


domestic or partisan revolution that over- 
turned the Second Empire. The regime 
that has now passed away survived all the 
assaults by which its enemies endeavored 
to bring about its dissolution. Assassina- 
tion was tried, conspiracy was tried, riots 
in Paris were tried, and the effect of pro- 
longed sarcasm—generally held to be a 
powerful weapon in French politics—was 
tried too, all in vain. Old and trusted 
companions of the Emperor sunk one by 
one into the grave, but the Empire stood 
firm without their support. Imperial un- 
dertakings abroad failed, but the Imperial 
system at home remained immovable. 
Atter enduring for a long course of years 
the sickness of hope deferred, the enemies 
of the Empire at last acquired a certain 
feeling of resignation; but, just when the 
bitterest among them were agreeing that 
they could do nothing till the Emperor's 
death, circumstances, over which they had 
no control whatever, have brought the 
ball to their feet. The Republicans could 
pot overthrow the Emperor for them- 
selves, but it has fallen out that the Prus- 
sians were ready to do this for them.

Changes of 
glorious light from moving boughs, songs 
of birds, scents from gardens, woods, and 
fields—or, rather from the one great gar. 
den of the whole cultivated island in its 
yielding time—penetrate into the cathe. 
dral, subdue its earthly odor, and preach 
the Resurrection and the Life. The cold 
stone tombs of centuries ago grow warm; 
and flecks of brightness dart into the stern- 
est marble corners of the building, fiutter- 
ing there like wings.” “Unregainable and 
faraway.” Surely no unworthy epitaph 
for the authorof The Mystery of Edwin 
Drood ! 


The Artillery. 

NAPOLEON BoNAPARTE once said, rather 
impiously it must be owned but truthiully 
as is generally admitted, that in war 
Heaven usually sides with the heaviest 
artillery. The dispatches yesterday, giv- 
ing some additional particulars of the in- 
terview between King Wuittiam and 
Louis NAPoLEoN, reported that the Em- 
peror observed that the Prussian artillery 
won the victory of Sedan,to which the 
King replied that the P: ussians had taken 
lessons in artillery from the experience of 
all nations. As faras we ¢an judge the 
artillery practice of the combatants dif- 
fered in several material points consider- 
ably. The Prussians kept their guns well 
tothe rear,and placed them more with 
regard to the features of the ground than 
to the position of the other arms in the 
field. The French, on the contrary, 
brought their guns well to the front; bri- 
gaded them in large masses, and maneu- 
vered them chiefly with reference to the po- 
sitions of the other troops. It may be taken 
for granted that gun for gun the rival ar- 
tilleries are not very unequal, at all events 
the French artillery is not inferior to that 
of the Prussians. But,as in the case of 
the other arms, so in the artillery, the 
French have come off worst in the battles 
that have taken place. It may be, no 
doubt it is, the case that the Prussians have 
succeeded in the artillery contests by vir- 
tue mainly of superior numerical strength 
But so far as a comparison can be insti- 
tuted at present, it would seem that the 
Prussian plan of using their field artillery 
is more effective than that of the French. 
This, indeed, would almost stand to reason. 
With long-range guns the more they are 
scattered, so as to take up good, safe posi- 
tions, and to bring a converging fire upon 
the enemy, the better it would appear to 
be. In large masses the guns would pre- 
sent enormous targets; scattered they would 
be hard to hit. In forward positions they 
would be exposed to rifled musketry fire; 
retired behind the infantry they would 
escape this fire, while keeping well within 
the scope of theirown powers. The Prus- 
sians certainly seem to have more truly 
grasped the significance ef modern condi- 
tions of war upon field artillery than have 
the French. They have profited by the 
discovery, as the Emperor said.

Old Song and New,a book of verses, by 
Margaret J. Preston, published by J. B. 
& Co., is exquisitely printei, in 
clear type, om fine laid paper, with the top 
edges finished in that style so favorably known 
to the book-buyer as library gilt, of conven- 
dent size, and tastefully bound in fancy col- 
ored muslin; in every way most creditable to 
ite publisher. Of ite contents we must speak 
with double caution, for its author is a lady, 
apd a fresh aspirant for Parnassian laurels. 
Of course, then, it is not to be expected that 
she should bestride Pegasus, or attempt, at 
present, an epic. Indeed, in spite of*her 
book, ehe only claims to exhibit her paifrey’s 
paces for the delectation of her friends, and 
would, On that score, waive criticism. Yet, 
all who rush madly imto print may 
expect to meet dust, and, perhaps, 
mpd. The first eight pieces in 
the book are stories and paraphrases of Scrip- 
ture, of which the latter are by far the best. 
One, on the well-known chapterof Eccles- 
tastes, beginning, ‘“‘Remember now thy Cre- 
ator,” &c., and entitied the Reyal Preacher, 
is particularly cood. The sublime thoughts 
of the passage are rendered with tenderness 
and aeeey. and receive an additional beauty

thor bas woven them. The great fault of tbe 
stories » their lack of simplicity and want of 
to the . Some latitude is al- 
lowable doubtless, and certainly Jephthah’s

nation, which includes the principal trunk I'nes 
connecting the Westand the East, is attracting 
deserved atientios. This combination is con- 
trolied by a few capitalists, who are compelling 
the entire country to pay tribute to them. With 
reference to the vital interesis of the country, it 
is one of the mos: obnoxious monopolies that 
has,at any time, existed. [ts paralyzing influ- 
ence bas already deen felt in the large advance 
in the freight tariff, and it ts currently reported 
that a iurther advance ts to take place at an early 
day. The fact thet vast di+tances intervene be- 
tween the producing sections and the commercial 
centers ofthe couatry makes the question of in- 
land transportation one of paramount impor-

Par- 
ticulerly the great. highways of inland naviga- 
tien, inclueing our entire lake and river sys- 
tems—vhich cappot be monopolized ‘by rings, 
por made to Jevytslbute upon commerce—should 
be rm ndereG avaliable, bs every means wWKbin the 
reach of eational Yeeisiation, to neutralize the 
influence of these rallroad combinations. 

The country can better afford to be taxed lib- 
erally for the linprovement of Western rivers and 
forthe cvutning of ship canals between great 
natusal watercourses, which will afford cheap 
and ubobrtruéted channels for the internal com- 
merce of the coupiry for all time, than it can to 
have that commerce remain forever dependent 
upon the caprice of private monopelists, who 
would tax it to death, provided that such a re- 
sult fevolved no loss to themselves. Not only 
should the agricuiture of the West bave the ben- 
efit of liberal appropriations-by Congress, for the 
removal of obstructions to navigation in the 
Mississippi, Missousriand Obio rivers, but the 
minor navigable streams which drain the great 
wheat-growing region should be looked after 
agd utilized. 

A ship canal shou'd be opened to connect the 
Father of Watcrs with Lake Michigan, another 
to connect the bead-waters of the Ohio and the 
Jameson the East, and ati!l another to complete 
the chain of lake navigation on the North. The 
New York and Erie Canal sheuld also be en- 
larged and made free. The cost of these inter- 
nal improvements, constituting as they would 
great natoral highways of commerce, would be 
a cheap and profitable investment for the people 
of the country at large, without regard to. sec- 
tion or locality. 

But beyond the opening of these water routés, 
something will have to be done, sooner or later, 
for the accommodation of overland traffic across 
that belt of our territory which is cut off from 
navigation facilitics during the winter. That ts 
the geason Of the year when the railroad monop- 
oly pinches the hardest, and when there 1: the 
greatest need of independent and competitive 
hnnes of transportation. These, of course, must 
be rallroad lfnes; but they musi algo be man- 
aged strictly in the interests of the commercial 


But tn Order to be thus managed, they must be 
owned by the public. And why pot have a free’ 
railway between the Atlantic seaboard and the 
Mississippi Valley for the benefit of trade and 
commerce, eas well as free harbors, free rivers, 
and free canals, maintained at an immense an- 
pual cost to the public treasury? We have now 
by act of Cengress interior ports of entry for our 
foreign trade thousands of miles from the sea- 
boerd,and accessible only by land routes. It 
would be no more a stretch of conetitutional 
power for Congrecs to open a public highway to 
these recognized ports of entry than for it to ex- 
pend millions of dollars for the improvement of 
our barbo:s and rivers for chipping.

The faiture of Favre’s mission to the Prus- 
sian bcadquarters is fully confirmed, and the 
French people, inspired by the unreasonable 
and humiliating demands of Prussia, are 
making prodigions efforts to defend, their 
country’s honor and dgive the enemy from 
her soil.» The disturbances in Paris were ex- 
aggerated, It is true the Reds are very troubic- 
some and even dangerous, but Trochu has 
easily held them in check, and the tone of 
the city, as described in the dispatches this 
morning, is more mild and resolute and de- 
termioed. 

A great battle is réported raging on the 
northern sidé of Paris, but there are no indi- 
cationsof the result. The Prussians bave not 
yet commenced a bombardment of the city. 

Berlin advices say the Prussians haye six 
huodred and fifty thousand soldiers on the 
soll of France and are preparing to send 
forward more as soon as they can be orgap- 
ized and equipped. The King is: represented 
as waging a war of vengeance and his deter- 
mined rejection of all overtures of peace from 
whatever quarter seems to confirm his asser- 
tion that he will dictate his own terms from 
the French capital, as the French did from 
that of his ancestors.

The Green and BRarren River Naviga- 
m Company. 

About two years ego the steamer Hartford, 
Captain McReynolds, piytng in the Green river 
trade, wa: attached by the officers of the Green 
and Barren River Navigation Company for refusal 
to pay tolls for passing through the locks of the 
company. The Green and Barren River Naviga- 
tion Company was chartered by the General 
As embly of Kentucty, and at great expense ren- 
dered Green and Barren rivers navigable by 
building locks and dams, and by the termsof the 
charter were p2rmitted to collect toll of pa:sing 
steamers. Captain McReynolds contends that 
the Legislature of Kentucky has no right togrant 
such powers, and that the act iacorporating the 
company is vaconstitutional, and refused to pay 
the tolls demanded. The case was taken to the 
United States Court, and afterwards transferred 
wo the State courts. A dispatch was recetved last 
night stating that Hon. Judge Cofer, of the 
Owensboro Disirict, before whom thegcase was 
tried, had rendered a decision fully sustaining 
the charter of the company.
